Cloudy skies don't dampen Bear Necessities 


Only at Southwest will you find 
the "Bear Necessities." They arrive 
every April just about the time 
when spring fever hits. They ap¬ 
pear in the form of activities de¬ 
signed to involve all who enjoy 
challenges. 

Few changes have occurred in 
the years since the Bear Necessities 
Day tradition began. On April 20, 
1995, once again classes were can¬ 
celed and students converged on 
the football field to compete in in¬ 
dividual or team events. First on 
the agenda was the mile run, def¬ 
initely not for the out-of-shape or 
out-of-breath.

A highlight of Home¬ 
coming Week was the an¬ 
nual alumni banquet. Two 
individuals were inducted 
into the Sports Hall of 
Fame and a McComb phy¬ 
sician was named Alum¬ 
nus of the Year. 

Dr. Edsel Stewart, a 1946 
SMCC graduate, attended 
the school with the encour¬ 
agement of his high school 
superintendent. He helped 
organize the first student 
ovemment organization 
ere. 

A native of Amite Coun¬ 
ty, he earned his medical 
degree from the University 
of Virginia, began practic¬ 
ing in Gloster, and then 
served his residency in ob¬ 
stetrics and gynecology at 


Tulane. In addition, he has 
a master's degree in studio 
art and is a prolific painter. 

Honored with induction 
into the Sports Hall of 
Fame were Kevin Mangum 
and Edgar Lee Morgan. 
Mangum is currently a 
New Orleans Saints assis¬ 
tant trainer and the club's 
director of rehabilitation. 

A posthumous award 
went to Morgan, who let¬ 
tered in three major sports 
while at Pike County Ag¬ 
ricultural Fligh School and 
SMCC. He served for 
many years as a director of 
the Louisiana State Wel¬ 
fare Department and 
worked in the Hammond 
State School until his re¬ 
tirement in 1974.

I don't 
understand this!" These are just some of 
the typical statements heard in the math 
department. 

Although college algebra is required 
for graduation from SMCC, some stu¬ 
dents need a refresher course and a bet¬ 
ter background before they tackle it. The 
math department offers courses like el¬ 


ementary and intermediate algebra to 
meet the needs of those students. 

Instructors also encourage students to 
use the Learning Lab, which has com¬ 
puter programs available that will help 
students who might be struggling with 
quadratic equations. 

For those who love working with 
numbers and enjoy the challenge of 
solving math problems, there are several 
upper level courses to meet their needs. 


Calculus is offered as a five-day a week 
option. Some students choose to take 
honors courses which last only a semes¬ 
ter but still allow them to receive the i 
same amount of credit. 

Whether you're taking college algebra 
because it's required or calculus and an¬ 
alytic geometry because you're a math or 
engineering major, the math department 
works to get everybody on the right 
track.

Training in a vocation is becoming 
more and more crucial to today's in¬ 
dustry. Students who want to concen¬ 
trate on specific job skills can enroll in a 
program and at the end of one or two 
years put their skills to work. 

As needs arise, new programs are de¬ 
veloped to meet the needs of students 
and employees. 

SMCC's latest addition to the curric¬ 
ulum trains students in early childhood 
education. In the first year of the pro-

gram, students have coursework, and in 
the second year, they have a practicum 
along with that work. 

The child-care program will eventu¬ 
ally be located in the old Simmons build¬ 
ing, which is being renovated for that 
purpose. According to director Dixie 
Kimmel, the training is needed because 
"in the last two years the health de¬ 
partment has placed more requirements 
on the educators in early childhood 
centers."

A technical degree can open many 
doors for students who spend two years 
in a specialized area. Course work in the 
college's technical division prepares stu¬ 
dents to enter the job market immedi¬ 
ately upon completion. 

Programs are available in computer 
programming, law enforcement, market¬ 
ing and merchandising, and administra¬ 
tive-support services. 

In the course of two years, many get 


training which is equivalent to three or 
four years of instruction. As a result, the 
technical programs are quite intensive in 
what they demand of those who want to 
complete the various requirements suc¬ 
cessfully. 

The practical nature of the technical 
programs appeals to many students who 
like the idea of obtaining a job after a 
relatively short length of preparation 
time. 


Students enrolled in these programs 
are quite diverse in their backgrounds. 
Some of them come straight out of high 
school, while others are older and desire 
a career change. Opportunities to enter 
the job market or to improve one's po¬ 
sition in a job are a strong motivation. 

No matter what their reason for en¬ 
tering, the end result will be an improve¬ 
ment in their prospect for career oppor¬ 
tunities.

I t was a season of surprises. The Bears 
opened with a loss to East Mississippi but 
thrilled the hometown crowd the following 
week with an upset victory over Gulf Coast, a 
perennial powerhouse.
